Fairmount  Hill 
is  one  of  three  major 
hill  areas  in  Diamond  Heights 
all  of  which  command  views 
overlooking  San  Francisco. 
Diamond  Heights  lies  east  of 
Mount  Davidson  between  Twin  Peaks 
and  the  San  Bruno  Mountains. 

The  map  locates 
Diamond  Heights  in  San  Francisco 
and  Fairmount  Hill  in  Diamond  Heights. 
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The  San  Francisco  Redevelopment  Agency  offers  residential  sites 
for  sale  on  Fairmount  Hill  in  Diamond  Heights.  This  brochure  de- 
scribes the  parcels  of  land  and  the  method  of  purchase  for  these 
sites.  In  addition,  it  provides  guidance  to  buyers  and  developers 
wishing  to  participate  in  the  purchase  and  development  of  these 
sites. 

Of  the  three  major  hills  in  Diamond  Heights,  Red  Rock  Hill  has 
been  sold  and  is  under  development.  Fairmount  Hill  is  the  smallest 
of  the  three  hills  and  is  the  second  to  be  offered  for  sale.  Gold 
Mine  Hill  will  be  offered  for  sale  by  the  Redevelopment  Agency 
in  the  future. 

The  land  on  Fairmount  Hill  being  offered  for  sale  in  this  brochure 
will  be  sold  in  6  parcels.  These  parcels  will  be  sold  by  sealed  bid. 
The  procedure  for  submitting  an  acceptable  sealed  bid  is  described 
under  Information  for  Bidders  to  the  right  For  information  on  the 
parcels,  see  the  table,  "Fairmount  Hill  Parcels  Offered  for  Sale." 

The  Redevelopment  Agency  will  provide  architectural  guidance  on 
development  proposals  for  all  of  the  Fairmount  Hill  area  on  the 
basis  of  the  Redevelopment  Plan  for  Diamond  Heights.  This  guid- 
ance will  assure  the  compatibility  of  design  of  different  homes  and 
apartments  to  be  built  in  the  area  and  will  help  to  protect  the 
investment  of  present  and  future  home  builders  and  owners  in 
the  area. 
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To  qualify  as  an  eligible  bidder  far  the  parcels  offered  for  sale  in 
tins  brochure,  developers  must  have  purchased  from  the  San  Fran 
cisco  Redevelopment  Agency  a  Bidder's  Packet  (see  below)  for 
$5  00  (nonreturnable).  Sealed  bids  must  be  submitted  separately 
for  each  parcel  and  must  be  received  in  the  Office  of  the  Redevel 
opment  Agency  at  525  Golden  Gate  Avenue,  San  Francisco,  Califor 
nra  94102,  before  5:00  p.m.  POT  on  May  4, 1964,  on  the  Form  of 
Bid  to  Purchase  Land  included  in  tilt  Bidder's  Packet.  Each  sealed 
bid  must  have  enclosed  a  Certified  or  Cashier's  Check  as  a  deposit 
equal  to  7  percent  of  the  sealed  bid  offer.  Acceptable  sealed  bids 
in  amounts  less  than  the  minimum  prices  given  in  the  table,  "Fair- 
mount  Hill  Parcels  Offered  for  Sale,"  will  not  be  considered. 

Sealed  bids  submitted  by  a  corporation  must  include  a  certified  copy 
of  a  corporate  resolution  authorizing  the  submission  of  the  bids. 

The  sealed  bids  will  be  opened  publicly  at  9:00  a.  m.  POT  on  May  5, 
1964,  at  the  Office  of  the  Redevelopment  Agency  at  the  address 
given  above.  Each  parcel  will  be  sold  to  the  developer  submitting 


the  highest  acceptable  sealed  bid  for  each  parcel,  subject 
Agency  action  accepting  the  bid  and  offer  to  purchase,  T 
of  bidders  other  than  the  highest  bidders  will  be  returned  imme- 


diately after  the  bid  opening. 


Prospective  bidders  for  Parcels  D-1  (74  units)  and  D-4  (77  units) 


are  advised  to  have  their  technical  staff  or  consultants  confer  with 


the  Planning  and  Architecture  Division,  the  Engineering  Division 
and  the  Real  Estate  Division  of  the  Agency  prior  to  submitting  bids 
to  become  fully  informed  on  design,  architecture,  engineering,  sale 
and  other  technical  requirements  on  the  two  large  parcels.  It  is 
anticipated  that  such  conferences  will  reduce  problems  and  time 
requirements  on  the  submission  of  designs  acceptable  to  the  Agency. 

A  bidder  cannot  acquire  both  the  D  1  (74  unite)  and  D-4  (77  units) 
parcels.  If  a  single  bidder  is  the  high  bidder  on  both  parcels,  he 
must  select  one  of  these  parcels. 

In  the  event  one  bidder  submits  the  highest  bids  on  both  parcels, 
the  parcel  not  selected  by  him  will  be  awarded  to  the  second 
highest  bidder  for  that  parcel.

After  formal 
acceptance  by  the  Agency,  an  executed  copy  will  be  re- 
turned to  the  bidder. 

3 August  5,  1964:  Site  plan  (including  landscaping),  typical 
,     floor  plans  and  elevations  of  the  proposed  development. 
(Applies  to  Parcels  D-1  and  D-4  only.) 

The  Agency  will  act  to  accept  or  reject  the  bids  to  purchase  within 
30  days  following  the  submission  of  the  above  material. 

Bidders  will  notice  in  examining  the  Disposition  Agreement  that 
these  sites  are  offered  for  immediate  development.  The  Disposition 
Agreement  specifically  prohibits  land  speculation.  No  land  may  be 
resold  without  the  approval  of  the  Agency  until  the  development 
on  the  parcel  is  completed.  In  keeping  with  this  objective,  the 
prospective  purchaser  should  commence  preparation  for  construc- 
tion as  soon  as  possible  after  the  award.  It  should  be  noted  that 
the  Disposition  Agreement  will  contain  a  definite  time  for  the 
commencement  of  construction. 


contemplate  financing  under  Federal  Housing  Administration  mort- 
gage insurance  programs.  Any  developer  contemplating  using  FHA 
financing  should  contact  the  Real  Estate  Division  of  the  Redevelop- 
ment Agency  for  additional  information. 


Terms  oi  Payment 


At  the  time  of  the  opening  of  the  sealed  bids,  the  high  bidders' 
deposits  for  7  percent  of  the  bid  price  will  be  retained  by  the 
Agency.  The  7-percent  deposit  serves  as  security  for  performance 
of  the  bidders'  obligations  to  the  Agency  and  will  be  held  by  the 
Redevelopment  Agency  until  construction  is  completed,  at  which 
time  it  will  be  returned  without  interest.  However,  at  the  time  of  or 
at  any  time  following  the  recording  of  the  deed,  a  buyer  may  re- 
quest the  refund  of  the  7- percent  deposit  upon  substituting  therefor 
a  corporate  surety  bond  in  form  and  amount  considered  adequate 
guarantee  to  the  Agency  for  the  satisfactory  construction  and 
completion  of  the  development  by  the  buyer,  ,  ^ 

Within  30  days  after  notification  that  the  Agency  has  deposited, 
the  deed  in  escrow,  the  full  amount  of  the  purchase  price  of  the 
parcel  must  be  deposited  with  the  title  company  holding  the  deed 
in  escrow.  ":„..' 


To  achieve  a  well -designed  and  harmonious  neighborhood,  all 
development  in  this  residential  community  will  receive  architec- 
tural review  by  the  Agency.  Designs  of  homes  on  parcels  on  Fair- 
mount  Hill  must  be  prepared  by  architects  registered  in  California. 
Foundation  plans  must  be  certified  by  a  civil  engineer  registered 
in  California,  competent  in  the  field  of  soils  engineering.  Plans 
for  any  regrading  must  also  be  certified  by  a  civil  engineer  and  be 
submitted  for  Agency  review.  Included  in  the  Bidder's  Packet  is  a 
copy  of  the  Fairmount  Hill  Statement  of  Architectural  Guidance 
and  Review,  which  provides  complete  instructions  on  submission 
of  plans  to  the  Agency  for  review. 


Any  modifications  or  additional  information 
on  the  sales  program  will  be  mailed  to 
holders  of  the  Bidder's  Packets 
in  the  form  of  Information  Bulletins. 


The  Agency  reserves  the  unqualified  right  to 
waive  irregularities  or  informalities  in  the  bidding, 
to  determine  the  qualifications  of  any  bidder,  and 
at  its  sole  discretion  to  reject  any  and  all  bids.
